Cuftom has been as it thou'd teem from all Antiquity, 
to make ule of borh, thu’ we bc lieve Repeating 1¢ was 
the more ancient way. The remaining part of our De- 
foription wii hat she che remaining Queries — What Ef- 
fedts thee Charnis pave, and whether or no they are lawjul ? 
as tiiat before has partly done the firft .— What the Na- 
ture of :t is? — We proceed therefore to the next Branch 
of it, (whereby ftrange things are pretended to be 
done }] We fay, pretended, becaufe we are fatisty’d the 
Effects afcri’d to ’em are very often in a proper tenie 
only Lying-wenders, tho’ we dare not fay they are al- 
ways 10, being perfwaded they have fometimes fuch 
Effedts, tho’ at others mifs, as in Agues; whether the 
Devil in the Charm be too werk, or he whom fome Peo- 
le tancy in the Ague, too ftreng ( which is indeed ch 
ame )or however ‘tis they order the Fuggle between 
‘om: However theie Effects, pretended to or perform’d, 
muft be certainly beyood the ordinary Power of Nature — 
Ay, but fays the Od Womans Advocate, We don’t know 
what the Power of Nature is, nor how far it extends ; 
{ure enough, but we know how far it dees nor; we mult 
by Obje-vation and Common Senfe have tome tolerable No- 
tion of its ordinary and regular Operations : Nay, many 
things there are which we evidently perceive to be un- 
doubred Effets of Natural Caufes (under which we may 
pehaps yet rank the Operation of the Magnet } the Mo- 
dus of whofe A&ion woud not only puzzle the Athext- 
ans, but all the Boyls, the Carres's anc Aviftstles that 
ever have been in Nature ; and yet however all are 
agreed the Effeds are Natural, or accorduig to che fettled 
reguiar Powers of Natural Agents : But io we might con- 
clude,wou'd it not be it we flou’d {ce a Man fle, (without 
any irrucfo wings or Whirlwind ) er ifa Perton fhou’d be 
bere this Moment and at York the next, or dilcover Thoughts 
and Adions at the greateft dijfince: Nor is it, in our 
Judgnenits, lets unaccountable, that a few Nonjenfical Words, 
hung about the Neck of a Child, who can’t be aflified 
by Fancy or Imagination, fhou’d yer have the ftraage 
Power of driving away a Difeafe, which yet We date 
mot jay ic has ne-er done, being verily periwaded of the 
Contrary, tor this is not a thing of yelterday. The 
Fews dealt much in Charms, tho’ feverely forbidden by 
their Law, and not only their Rabbys, but Fofepbus 
himiels tel!s us chat Solomon himfelf was very well skill’d 
in them, and tells an odd Story of a few that wrought 
a Wonderful Feat by a Charm, before Velpafian the Em- 
ror; tho’ all that may be Natural, Suomon's Charms 
Being only lawful Natural Magick, or underftanding tn 
the Natures and Virtues ot Simples and Herbs, fecres and 
unknown co other People. We will not fay that Werds 
repeated may have fometimes and in fome Cales a very 


ftrange and yet a Natural Operation, at leaft when funz, as 
all Charms anciently were, and as the very word-otten 
implys, and Words, or Tune, or borh i¢ muft have been, 
with which David flopt che raging of Saul, which yer 
leems to have been Natural. But for the fore-mention’d 
written Charms, no tuch thing can be pleaded, and even 
under pretence of the other, we doubt not but Unlaw- 
ful Incaptation and Conjuration have been uled, other ~ 
wile the’ Wiidom of God wou'd never have made an 
exprets Law againit’em, nay, Puni’d’em with Death : 
nor can we fee but that the words Charmer and Exchant- 
er are well rendered trom the Hebrew, in cur Tranfla- 
tion, and come up fully to che Notion which we and 
all Antiquity have conceiv'd of them. ‘Nor can we 
think fuch Forms of Words as have their unaccountable 
Operations, elpecially written, owing ( vitibly ) co chem. 
lelves only, not any peculiar Subftance on which they 
may be written, or to which they are united, but that 
they receiv'd this Virtue from tome curied Original 
Compact with tome délufive Demon, who yer feldom 
Goes a good turn but he repays in i}] in ts room, Re- 
fides, there may be a tacit and imply'd Submiffion to the 
Condition of the Original Contra, without which no Re- 
nent to be obtain'd, (as when a Man takes a Shilling, 
he’s Lijied for a Souldier, at leaft it often cofts him dear 
to get off again ) and che uncertainty how far fuch a Cox- 
tract may reach, and what Power it may give, would 
fright any Wile Man from venturing within its reach. 
However, this 11 Effeét is at leaft Neceffary from fuch 
kind of Ufages, tat they are not only of il Fame, and 
fo wou'd nor be usd by a Geod-man, but further take 
off the Mind both from a Dependance on the Supream Be- 
ing, and even trom a Rational Ufe of thole Auxiliary 
Natural Gour(es which he has difpos’d in the Syftem of 
of the World for the Benefit of his Creatures : For all 
which Reatons, we think repeated Charms at belt doubt- 
full, written Charms utterly unlawful.
